same hour Nixon goes on television 
and radio in California may be 
changed to avoid a conflict, his 
aides indicated. 


Although the general has said he

State Police 
Summoned 
To Prison 


Six Guards Held, 
Released; Warden 
Says 'It's Serious* 


CHESTER, 111.—(AP)—An 


all-night demonstration by in- 
mates of the Menard State 
prison continued sporadically 
today and Warden Jerome 
Munie called for state police 
to aid in quelling the disturb- 
ance. 


Munie said he regarded the situ- 


ation as "very serious." 


Six prison guards were seized by 


100 to 150 convicts in the prison'* 
east cell house early today and 
confined for a short time in an 
air fan tunnel. The guards were 
released unharmed, however, when 
Munie assembled about 100 guards, 
some heavily armed, and threat- 
ened to storm the cell house. 


Withdraw Guards 


Previously, about 20 guards had 


walked among the convicts who 
refused to go into their cells, but 
all were withdrawn from the cell 
house after the six guards had been 
released from the fan tunnel. 


After this incident, Munie called 


for state police to stand by in case 
the demonstration grows more *e- 
rlous. 


The only casualty reported waa 


Chief Guard Leonard Woods of Mt 
Vernon. He was cut on the face 
and forehead by a metal plate hurl- 
ed by an inmate during a demon- 
stration in the prison dining hall 
Monday. 


The uprising began during the 


dinner hour Monday when about 
800 convicts banged' metal plates 
and cups in the prison dining hall 
and shouted demands for prison 
reforms. 


Riot "Inclled" 


Munie said he believed the dem- 


onstration was incited by inmate* 
who thought it would be "a good 
idea to have a demonstration Just 
before an investigation." 


A state legislative investigating 


committee was due this week to 
inspect the prison. 


The warden said the convict* 


had caused little damage thus far 
except a few broken windows and 
damage to several cell doors. 


Most of the inmates returned to 


their cells Monday night, Muni* 
said, but 100 to 150 remained in 
the barred galleries and walkways, 
setting up a din that prevented 
other inmates from sleeping. 


At the request of the prisoner* 


to talk to an Associated Press rep- 
resentative, C. W. Scott, an execu- 
tive of thft weekly Chester Herald- 
Tribune was called to the prison. 
Scott is a string correspondent who 
covers news in his territory for the 
AP. He was accompanied by 
State's Attorney John Heuer. 


Demand Food 


Munie said the prisoners began 


banging plates and cups at th» 
evening meal, and demanded more 
to eat. They got extra food—hot 
dogs and fruit—but the warden 
said they refused to eat it. 


"They're 
hollering that they 


want an investigation," he said. 
"I tightened up regulations a bit 
since I came down here from Pon- 
tiac reformatory last May 28. They 
waved clippings of the Chicago 
Tribune about the investigation." 


Munie said he had not tried to 


talk to them because of the noise. 


Some 1,900 prisoners are con- 


fined at Menard. 


Menard prison is on the Illinois 


bank of the Mississippi River 75 
miles south of St. Louis.

When they were buying dried 


eggs, they kept up the price—that 
s, the average price. But that pro- 
giam did nothing to encourage 
anyone to produce and market bet- 
ter shell eggs. In fact, it had just 
the opposite effect. 


So we got into a lot of careless 


habits during those years—habits 


which haven't helped us to put bet- 
ter eggs on the market. 


But we did begin to learn about 


drying eggs. And we're continuing 
to learn. Comparatively few dried 
eggs are being produced today. 
But the powder that is being pro- 
duced is much better than we had 
during the war—very much better. 


New Possibilities 


In fact, you've probably seen the 


powdered egg yolk for babies that 
is now on the grocers' shelves. 
That is one of the commercial pos- 
sibilities that has been developed 
as the result of the experience we 
started to gain during the war. 


There are many other possibili- 


ties. Eventually, the government's 
wartime egg-buying program may 
prove to have stimulated a great 
deal of progress in the egg in- 
dustry. 


There's no question in my mind 


that the various government buy- 
ing programs have, on the whole, 
speeded up progress in our in- 
dustry.

Good Defense Will Help Win Games

As a general rule, the best de- 


fense against a no-trump contract 
is to hammer away at a 
long 


suit, in order lo develop tricks 
with low cards. If the defenders 
switch about from one suit to an- 
other, they usually help declarer. 


In today's hand we see the ex- 


ception to this rule. The best de- 
fense was to switch from hearts 
to spades and back again at every 
opportunity. • This hand is more in 
the nature of a curiosity than a 
model to be followed. 


West opened the ten of hearts 


East 
promptly shifted to the seven of 
spades, and South had to play low. 
If South had put up the

k Show of Honest Initiative

The decision of the attorney general. James McGranery,-to pre- 


vent the return of Charli* Chaplin to the United States if he should 
be found guilty of "subversive tendencies" is the first honest show of 
initiative against the Red front of Hollywood by the Department of 
Justice in the entire campaign against the treason. 


I take some pleasure in the timing of my pastoral on the subject 


of this fellow's rotten personal career which appeared just before Mr. 
McGranery's announcement of his intentions. 
I 


would like to say that I have met Chaplin only 
once, and that nothing ever has occurred to create 
any personal malice to complicate my objective de- 
testation of a filthy character who is a menace to 
young girls and whose attitude toward the enemies 
of the United States in no matter of mere suspicion. 


Chaplin's brutality to a pregnant young woman 


whom he had lured to his mansion in Beverly Hills 
after he had observed her weakness from hunger 
and her frightened expression is a classic worthy 
of that art which is imputed to him by a cult of 
propagandists who find beauty In the sordid. 


Hedda Hopper, the Hollywood gossip, told us in her recent book, 


Fromi Under My Hat," 
that Chaplin recounted with gusto the 


three days that he spent with the girl and then complained peevishly 
of her impudence in returning to his home, although it seems fairly 
obvious that she was hungry again by then, for Chaplin is^notori- 
ously stingy and probably gave her no money to go on with. 


This young woman later was sentenced to 90 days in jail for 


bothering Chaplin, the sentence being suspended on condition that 
she stay away from Beverly Hills. When she violated that condition 
by. calling again, Chaplin called the police and this time she got an 
actual term of 30 days and went to jail where a prison doctor deter- 
mined that she was pregnant.

poured forth a stream of obscen- 
ity and anti-Christian propaganda 
from Girard, Kansas,. for many 
years, was an intimate friend of 
Chaplin at one stage of their sym- 
pathetic careers. 


In one of his essays describing a 


visit to Chaplin's home during his 
brief dalliance with one of the 
three children whom Chaplin mar- 
ried, Haldeman-Julius made mer- 
ry over a spectacle the disgusting 
nature of which, of course, was 
not apparent to a fellow of his low 
character. Haldeman-Julius even- 
tually was convicted of cheating 
on his income tax and sentenced 
to prison. He was f o u n d dead In 
his swimming pool soon after- 
ward.

ciation with Communists which 
may be held against him on his 
attempt to re-enter 
the 
United 


States, there is abundant material.

sent from Chaplin's. home, 1085 
Summit Drive, Beverly Hills, on 
Nov. 21, 1917, well after the war, 
be it noted, to Pablo Picasso, a 
notorious Spanish Communist and 
exile from Spain, living in Paris. 
The message read: 


"Can you head committee of 


French artists to protest to Amer- 
ican embassy in Paris, the out- 
rageous deportation 
proceedings 


against Hans Eisler and simultan- 
eously send me copy of portest for 
use here. 
Greetings." 


Eisler was the Communist mu- 


sician who was sneaked into the 
United States thanks to the per- 
sistenti repeated intervention of 
liheanor Roosevelt with Sumner 
Welles and others in the State de- 
partment. He was coddled by the 
so-called new school of social re- 
search, a Rockefeller foundation 
project in New York, but finally 
exhausted his privileges and. went 
back to Czechoslovakia where he 
became 
a 
functionary 
of the 


Kremlin's 
puppet 
government. 


Chaplin was a close friend and as- 
sociate of Eisler in Hollywood. 
The Rockefeller foundation gave a 
specific grant of $25,000 for Els- 
ler's "project" which was falsely 
represented as a class in music. 


Chaplin was \jsted as a "spon- 


sor" in the propaganda of the na- 
tional council of American-Soviet 
friendship, the peoples' radio foun- 
dation, and the American Conti- 
nental Congress for World Peace 
which was held in Mexico City. 
The first two of these were named 
in the attorney-general's list of 
subversive organizations and the 
so-called 
Continental 
Congress 


was condemned as a straight Com- 
munist front by the State depart- 
ment and the House committee. 


Chaplin's name also showed up 


on the court brief filed by a group 
of Hollywood personalities in 1949 
in favor of the notorious "Holly- 
wood Ten." 
This was a group of 


writers and other movie hacks 
who went to prison for contempt 
of Congress in refusing to give in- 
formation. 
' • 


In 
October, 1942, the 
Daily 


Worker said Chaplin addressed as 
"comrades" a rally at Carnegie 
Hall, New York, to demand a se'c- 
ond front to save Russian lives by 
the sacrifice of American lives. 
In this address, Chaplin praised 
Franklin 
D. Roosevelt 
bemuse 


Roosevelt had released Earl Brow- 
der from prison and directly on 
the subject of Communism said: 


"They say Communism may 


spread all over the world. And I 
say, 'So what'? The Communists 
are ordinary people like ourselves 
who love duty and love life," 


He nlso praised Harry Bridges, 


the Communist commissar of the 
ports of the American west coast, 
now under order of deportation. 


The sponsors of this rally in- 


cluded Lillian Bellman, Carl Van 
Doren, I. F. Stone, a New York 
propagandist, and Rockwell Kent, 
all notorious figures. Van Doren's 
widow for years has been the edi- 
tor of the New York Herald-Trib- 
une Sunday book section and she 
was an intimate friend of Wendell 
Willkie during the period when he 
went haywire over Russia. 


On the journey to New York for 


this 
Communist 
rally, Chaplin 


brought along the young woman 
who 'later bore 
him the illegiti- 


mate baby. For this, he was in- 
dicted under the White Slave act, 
but was acquitted. 


Although Chaplin once remarked 


that he had been a "paying guest" 
of the United States during his 40 
years here and made a point o* 
his claim that he paid American 
income tax on 
money 
derived 


from other countries, 
nevertheless that he 


the 
did 


fact is 
try to 


swindle the treasury and, in 1932, 
in President Hoover's term, he 
was forced to pay a "tax defi- 
ciency" of $1,174,000. 


The late Elmer Irey, who was 


coordinator of all the treasury in- 
vestigating 
agencies, 
disclosed 


that Chaplin devised a trick of 
paying large amounts to a relative 
representing that individual as a 
business 
partner. 
Irey's men 


found out, however, that the rel- 
ative was slipping the money back 
to Chaplin.

Properly Fitted Shoes Key^ 
To Avoiding Painful Bunions 


Judging by letters addressed to 


this column, a large number of 
people suffer from bunions. One 
reader even says that she has had 
bunions for 30 years, which is in- 
deed a long time to suffer from this 
painful foot condition. 


A bunion is surely one conse- 


quence of our 
civilized society. 


Bunions are practically unknown 
among peoples who do not wear 
shoes. 


Those peoples have other trou- 


bles, of course, and certainly no 
one would recommend going bare- 
foot on our city streets, but at least 
it can be pointed out that bunions, 
as well as manyv other foot troubles 
would occur less often if more peo- 
ple took better care of their feet, 
especially in the matter of shoes. 


A bunion is a swelling of the lin- 


ing of the joint at the base of the 
big toe. The skin also becomes 
thickened and the whole process 
pushes the big toe toward the oth- 
ers. Needless ^o say, the whole 
area becomes sensitive to pressure 
and the foot does not look its best. 


What can be done for a bunion? 


A bunion which has not existed too 
long and which is not too bad often 
gets along pretty well under con- 
servative 
management. This in- 


volves removing the pressure on 
the inflamed and thickened tissues. 


The shoes must fit well. and 


sometimes it is even necessary to 
cut a hole in the shoe around the 
bunion so that there is no pressure 
on it at all. Heat may also relieve 
the tenderness and reduce 
t^& 


swelling. 
'" 


If this does the job, well and 


good, but unfortunately some bun- 
ions are so bad that more heroic 
measures are necessary. 
SURGERY OFTEN* NEEDED 


At times part of the difficulty is 


the accumulation of fluid which 
can be removed by a needle or 
small cut. But often an operation 
which involves removal of the ex- 
cess tissue making up the bunion 
is necessary. 
w? 


Just the right amount has to be 


taken out and then the bones of the 
big toe have to be placed in the 
proper 
position and held there 


(usually by plaster cast), until 
healing takes place. It is not a 
quick or particularly comfortable 
procedure. 


Almost all persons who have 


bunions could have avoided them. 
The majority come as the result ot 
wearing improperly fitted shoe~^- 
those which are too pointed or too 
short. Bunions are a high price to 
pay for vanity 
shoes.

Backer Sought Tax Aid 


ST. LOU1S-«V- The Post-Dis- 


patch reported today the trustee 
of an $18,000 expense 
fund for 


Sen. Richard M. Nixon, the Re- 
publican vice presidential nomi- 
nee, enlisted the aid of Nixon's 
Washington office in connection 
with a tax refund claim of be- 
tween 1300,000 to $600,000. 


The newspaper, in a copyright- 


ed dispatch from Los Angeles by 
James A. Kearns jr., quoted the 
trustee, Dana C. Smith, as saying 
"some progress" has been made 
on the tax case since then. 


The claim, still pending in the 


court of claims, was filed by the 
Red River Lumber Co., of North- 
ern California. The Post-Dispatch 
said the firm is owned by Smith's 
family and that Smith is a stock- 
holder and attorney for the com- 
pany. 


Smith, a Pasadena attorney who 


also contributed $300 to the fund. 
wa« 'quoted by the Post-Dispatch 
as saying he was introduced to an 
attorney in the Justice depart- 
ment's tax division by John J. Ir- 
win, then an administrative assist- 
ant to Nixon. 


In Pasadena, Smith confirmed 


that he made a "routine request 
to Senator Nixon's office" more 
than a year ago to inquire as to 
what was holding up the case. 
Smith added: 


"This was an ordinary courtesy 


such as any senator's office would 
perform for any constituent. Sen- 
ator Nixon was not himself in- 
volved, afid I don't even know that 
he was consulted. I have never 
discussed the merits of the case 
with Senator Nixon."

This slowing of cir- 
culation enabled halting the flow 
of blood through the heart for 5',i 
minutes, or nearly twice the safety 
imil under ordinary anesthesia. 
The temperature reduction was

between its two layers. An alcohol 
mixture, cooled mechanically to 
icar the freezing point of water, 
vas then pumped through the tub- 
ng for about two hours.
